The city is reputed to have been the scene oi 
the martyrdom of the great churchman, Poly­ 
carp. In 1402 ancient Smyrna was destroyed by 
the Mongols.

Before its recent de 
struction Smyrna was the second seaport of the 
Near East.

That other distinguished member o the Arc­ 
tic brotherhood, Viihjalmur Stefansson, has re­ 
cently been endeavoring to convince the world 
that there are worse places than the Arctic re­ 
gions. He called his account of his last expedition 
‘The Friendly Arctic,” and he has since written 
another book in which he expands upon the ameni­ 
ties of life above the sixtieth parallel. His task 
is no easier than that of the Department of Ag­ 
riculture, which for years has been trying to make 
the people of the United States believe that other 
things grow in Alaska besides the snowfall. 
The Arctic may never be dotted with smart 
summer colonies, but it is the part of wisdom to 
know as much as possible about its resources and 
its possibilities.—New York Herald.
